Table clinics are the training ground for future essayists and limited attend- 
ance Clinicians. The stimulus gained from the intimate interchange of ideas 
around the small clinic table is a real inspiration to do bigger and better things. 
Thus future dental teachers are born and we certainly can use them. 

Again may the writer repeat that a good table clinic is the average general 
practitioner’s best opportunity to share his knowledge with his fellow men and 
thus add to the sum total of dental knowledge, and also a wonderful chance 
for a place in the dental sun.

Legislators Too Have a Responsibility 


Now that both party conventions are over and the nominees chosen, the days 
between now and November 8th will give each of us an opportunity to share in 
one of this earth’s richest heritages—the right of free choice of who shall 
govern us. We will not only choose who shall be our President and our Vice- 
president, our representatives in the national Congress, our state officials, but 
our local governmental leaders as well. Our choice will determine the kind of 
a country we and our children will live in for many years ahead. If we are to 
pass on to those who follow all the privileges that we enjoy, then you and I 
must exercise our great right to vote with only our conscience as a guide. 

However, you must do more than vote, you must give of your time and 
money if we are to elect qualified persons. Make a contribution to the party 
of your choice, work personally for the candidates by urging and seeing to it 
that every member of your family who is eligible votes, get your neighbors and 
friends to become informed and to vote. Let the candidates at the local level 
know what is needed to protect the health and welfare of the community and 
to make your community the best in which to raise your children. Make it 
known that you are concerned enough and interested enough in your com- 
munity, state and nation to do something about it. Five votes per precinct can 
make the difference between victory and defeat. You can bet that the pro- 
fessional politicos will all vote so it is you who hold the balance of power and 
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must exercise that power. Let us make it 95 per cent voting instead of 45 or 55 
per cent. You can do something about it! 

This for the most part is a repetition of what has been said in several previous 
editorials but does bear repeating, for in neighboring British Columbia, Canada, 
the legislative body of that province seems to have lost sight of its responsibility 
to enact laws which will protect the health and welfare of the public. Let me 
quote from the A.D.A. Newsletter of August 1st: 


Only Law Breakers Qualify for Special Technicians 


License in Province 


“Dental technicians in British Columbia, Canada, who have been breaking 
the law for the past seven years are now empowered to make and sell dentures 
directly for the public. Those dental technicians who have been obeying the 
law, which until now forbade direct dealings with the public, do not receive 
the right. This seems the substance of regulations governing dental technicians 
recently enacted by the provincial legislature under the ‘Dental Technicians 
Act of 1958.’ That this interpretation is the correct one was confirmed by R. 
R. Keith, a member of the dental technicians’ examining board. The details 
of the enactment, section 10 of the: new regulations, provide that these tech- 
nicians who have had 12 years’ experience as a dental technician of which 
the last seven years shall have been spent in an establishment dealing with the 
public in British Columbia, can apply until September 15th for a license to 
deal directly with the public. The license will not be available in future years. 
The Victoria, B.C., Daily Colonist, a newspaper in the province, headed the 
story: ‘False Teeth Permits to Lawbreakers Only.’ The paper quoted Dr. C. 
R. Hallman, president of the provincial College of Dental Surgeons, as asking 
whether ‘abortionists and bootleggers should demand the same right.’ Other 
sections of the regulations provide that those dental technicians who do not 
qualify under section 10 must still do business only upon the basis of written 
prescriptions from dentists. It also requires that all technicians must register 
with the examining board and accept classification as senior, junior or appren- 
tice technicians. No technicians, even those with the special license, will be 
allowed to advertise.” (End of quote) 

This is second-class dentistry with one segment of the practice of dentistry 
delegated to persons unqualified by education, by training and by proper 
examination to render a health service. Even more damaging than this is the 
moral degradation which comes from making legal those practices which 
flaunted the laws and the highest concept of good health service. Over the 
past 100 years dentistry has evolved from a craft to be learned by apprentice- 
ship to a health profession demanding the finest scientific and technical training 
making it one of the finest health professions. 

Are we to go down the road of two-level dentistry after we have reached 
the mountain-top of professional skill and service? Are the dreams and 
aspirations of 100 years of striving to make American dentistry the finest in 
the world and American dental health service the best in the world going down 
to the greed and avarice of money-grabbing charlatans? If it is not to happen 
here then YOU and YOU and every last man of us must go to work to elect 
men who care enough about good health to protect it! 

There has never been a truer statement made than this: “You can no more 
safely have a little bit of bi-level dentistry than you can be a little bit pregnant.” 

Do you love your profession enough to fight for it and for the best dental 
health service in the world?

U. S. NATIONAL HEALTH 
SURVEY EXAMINATIONS 
IN CHICAGO 


A dental examination will be a feature 
of the health examination which the 
Public Health Service’s U. S. National 
Health Survey will give to a sample of 
the population of Chicago. 

In September a mobile examination 
center will give examinations to approxi- 


mately 150 adults from the metropolitan 
area. At a later date another 150 adult 
residents will be examined. The people 
invited to the examination will be pre- 
designated members of randomly-selected 
households. 

The purpose of the examination survey 
is to provide information on the health 
status of the population as a whole, and 
the Chicago examinations will represent 
the area’s contribution to the Survey’s 
national sample. Neither x-rays nor den- 
tal history are taken and the examining 
dentist does not recommend any treat- 
ment. If the findings are desired they will 
be supplied the family dentist. 

The continuing nationwide health 
Examination Survey is an integral part of 
the U. S. National Survey which collects 
data on the country’s health. Another 
part of the Survey—a health interview 
program which has been going on since 
July 1957—has already produced reports 
on such topics as physician visits, dental 
care, disability, persons injured, acute ill- 
nesses, hospitalization, impairments, and 
broad groupings of chronic conditions.
